Britain has 
never been behindhand in the 
desire to maintain peace and good~ 
will between the Chinese and, 
foreigners, and her only ‘reason 
for urging a firm and united stand 
now is the belief that some show 
of firmuesy is absolutely necessary 
in order to bring about that state 
of peace’ which all so much desire. 
As a matter of fact, Britain has, 
in diplomatic word and officia’ 
act, gone farther than any other 
foreign Power in meeting the 
political wishes of the. Chineso, 
but, instead of being given any 
credit or benefit for so acting, 
Britain ‘has been. singled out 
expecially for hatred and outrage.

which has been a feature of the 


few years, Discipline, self-res- 
traint and self-sacrifice may, ag 
Mr.oHornell stated, appear dull 
and negative qualities to the Chin- 
ese youth, but without the practice 
.of them no sound character ean be 
built up. It is precisely the Chin- 
ese students’ fuilure-to realise this 
point’that hasbeen the cause of 
sovmuch foolish agitation in China 
of late. The business of the 
student is to apply himself to his 
lessons and to, subject himself to 
the discipline necessary for the 
full development of his character. 
Unhappily, so many of China's 
students have taken it upon them- 
selves to flaunt authority and to 
pay little or no heed to their 
elders, No only: is this harmful 
to the student himself, but it is 
haying disastrous reactions on the 
masses, Moreover, this lack of 
respect for adult 
‘totally contrary to all that is best 
in Chinese philosophy and tradi- 
tion. The individual apd the na- 
tion, as Mr. Hornell so well put it, 
must realise that-there is ne short 
cut to. greatnesgs—that all pro- 
gress and advancement is*by ‘slow 
and oft-times. painful . processes. 
The overlooking of that great, 
rtruth is in large measure’ at the 
bottom of China's trouble to-day,

Headmaster Report. 


The Headmaster read the annual 
roport,, from which .we take the 
tollowing extracts: ae 

Tho average number on roll during 
the year was.414, The total number 
of mectings was 380, The avorage 
anily attendance was 405, or about 
97 por cont. This was the best in the 
shart history of tho College. 

Tho increase jn the percentage of 
attondanco. was duc (2) to stricter 
school regulations; (2) to the better 
healtli of the boys; and (3) to closer 
co-operation of the parents with. the 
Colicge authorities in preventing the 
‘boys'from playing truant. i 

In provious years 1 remarked that’ 
most of the absonces were duo elther 
to laziness or td ill-health. To re- 
move the first cnuse, I made a new 
tule which authorised every: teacher 
to strike off the roll the name of any 
boy who was absont for three or 
moro days without permission; 
unlesa on hig roturn to: school ‘he 
could produco a bona fide lettor from 
his parent or guardian stating, the 
reason for his absence, I sincerely 
hope that parents and guardians will 
give , us’ their ‘«hole-hearted — co- 
operation in our efforts to enforce 
rogular attendance at school, When 
a boy has becn absent for a few dayy, 
ho will find it very difficult to follow 
the’ work of ‘his class on his return; 
and if ho has been absent for n fort. 
night or more, he will find it almost 
impossible to do so, unless he is very 
bright, If the teacher attempts ‘to 
bring the absentecs up to the leval 


of the other boys, the worl of ‘the | 


whole ¢lass will be returded, This is 
unfair to those boys, who attend school 
regularly. a ‘ 

To combat ill-health, the second 
cause of absences, 1 made drill and 
gymnastics compulsory for all the 
clagaes, I am glad to say that this 
hos resulted in the improved health 
cnd_ physique of: the Collego as a 
whole. 

Tho introduction of drill has made 
the’ boys ensicr to manage in class, 
and it is responsible for their betber 
posture. I know of nothing better 
than drill for teaching  order’*ness 
and obedience to the voice of ‘au- 
thority. 

“Most Chinese parents do not 
realise the importance, to their 
_children’shenlth of the erect carriage 
in wwalking, and ‘tho upright posture 
in sitting and standing. .In nearly 
all the Chinese vernacular — schooly 
the boys‘are neyer told to sit, stand 
and walle properly, This ix the 
chief reason why Chinese boys have 
amaller ond weaker chests thon 
European or Japanese boys of: the" 
samo height. If all the Chinese 
parents Know that-a, child is only as 
strong as his lungs, and thot thou- 
sands of Chinese children di¢ of con- 
‘sumption ‘every year, they will sooa 
renlise the importunce of the possea- 

* sion of s deep and bread chest. 

Personally I do not know, of any- 
thing superior to gymnastics, especial- 
ly tho parallel bars, for developiny: 
& deep and brond chest. I should 
like to. see mort boys avail them- 
selves of. the expert inatruction of 
our. Physical Instructor, Mr. A. J, 
Mauricio, who has a phenomenally big 
chest for a man of his height. « 


We have been unable to form .a 
tonnis or cricket team, due mainly to 
the unsatisfactory situation of the 
College und its lack of an adequate 
playground, Chinese boys profor 

football. to any other, gama, 
take’ only n half-hearted intercat, in 
tennis; ‘while those who go to witness 
o cricket match can be counted on 
the fingers of both hands, This is 
pecauso they understand a football 
gamo much better than they do tennis 
or ericket, !
